Orange County’s Loss, 

Cesar Chavez’s Gain 

Fred Ross influenced a generation of Latino civil rights activists—but in OC, they ran him out of town

F red Ross Sr. is one of the most influ¬ 
ential Californians no one has ever 
heard of, a Johnny Appleseed of 
the state’s civil rights movement whose 
influence is still felt today. As a young 
man just out of the University of South¬ 
ern California, he ran a labor camp that 
John Steinbeck used as a basis for the 
utopian government commune featured 
in The Grapes of Wrath. Ross fought for 
the rights of Japanese-Americans dur¬ 
ing their World War II internment and 
worked for legendary community orga¬ 
nizer Saul Alinsky. He helped orchestrate 
the rise of Latino power in Los Angeles 
during the 1950s and mentored a young 
Cesar Chavez and Dolores Huerta before 
their United Farm Workers (UFW) cam¬ 
paigns, an episode only briefly covered 
in the current Chavez biopic but fondly 
recalled by both activists throughout 
their careers. Progressive historian Carey 
McWilliams once said of Ross that he 
was “a man of exasperating modesty, the 
kind that never steps forward to claim his 
fair share of credit for any enterprise in 
which he is involved.” 

Yet even in the autumn of his years, 

Ross never got over what he considered 
his one true “failure” as an organizer, 
according to his son, Fred Ross Jr.: In 1947, 
Orange County’s power structure united 
to drive him out just as he was organizing 
the barrios of la naranja— and the Latino 
leaders he had schooled stood silent. 

It’s a tale exiled to the footnotes of 
Chicano Studies texts, forgotten by main¬ 
stream historians in light of Ross’ more 
famous triumphs and scrubbed out of the 
Orange County story. But for his son—a 
respected organizer in his own right and 
currently working for the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers 
(IBEW) Local 1245 based in Vacaville, 
California—it’s one of the great what-ifs 
in OC history. 

“If you look at some of the leaders that 
he helped train, and if you think about 
OC—who are the untapped leaders that 
he could’ve trained and mentored in 
OC?” says Ross Jr., who recently visited 
to give the keynote speech at the Orange 
County Inter faith Committee to Aid Farm 
Workers’ annual dinner. “And they, in 
turn, would’ve gotten leadership roles in 
Orange County. That’s the big loss.” 

Ross pere found his organizing chops 
in two of Orange County’s most formative 
Mexican-American civil rights events: the 
1936 Citrus War, in which county leaders 
brutally suppressed an orange-pickers’ 
strike, and the influential Mendez, et al. 
vs. Westminster, et al. school desegrega¬ 
tion case. In fact, according to his son, 


Ross’ first-ever political action happened 
during the Citrus War: “While he and 
his USC friends were trying to help the 
strikers, they ran into USC football play¬ 
ers and frat boys who were going down to 
bash the strikers.” 

The young activist wouldn’t return to 
Orange County until 1946, when he was 
assigned to El Modena as part of his work 
for the American Council on Race Rela¬ 
tions (ACRR) to organize in Southern 
California’s Citrus Belt, areas with signifi¬ 
cant Mexican-American barrios but no 
political power. El Modena parents were 
fighting the school district in court as 
part of the Mendez, et al. case but wanted 
to push the trustees further. Parents had 
unsuccessfully tried to run a Latino for 
school board, and that’s when Ross came 
in and taught Latino parents the power of 
the ballot box. 

“Fred Ross said, ‘We’ll get [the Latino 
candidate in] next time, because we’ll start 
recruiting voters,”’ said Hector Tarango, 
an Orange County civil rights activist, in a 
2005 oral history. “So we started.” 

With Ross’ help, El Modena parents 
elected the first-ever Latino to an Orange 
County elected office, even after trustees 
shut the polls down right after lunch in 
an effort to discourage the Mexican vote. 
But Ross didn’t stop there. He set up voter 
registration drives in Fullerton, Placentia 
and Santa Ana, training future community 
leaders who’d get elected to city coun¬ 
cil and school boards in the 1950s and 
1960s. During this time, Ross perfected 
what he later called the “house meeting” 
approach to organizing: Ross would ask 
an interested person if he could give a 
presentation to their neighbors in a home 
setting, then he’d make the same request 
to those who attended. From there, Ross 
bounced across Latino OC, preaching the 
gospel of community politics. 

“So Fred started having these series 
of meetings, and soon he called them all 
together,” Huerta told an audience at 
UC Santa Barbara during a 1985 confer¬ 
ence, explaining how Ross taught her 
and Chavez how to organize. “And they 
started on this voter registration drive, 
got people elected to the school board 
and eventually ended the segregation in 
that town [of the school system].” 

Ross was successful—too successful. 

On Cinco de Mayo, 1947, the Associated 
Farmers of Orange County, the powerful 
group that controlled OC politics at the 
time, sent a letter to the very Latino lead¬ 
ers Ross trained, warning them that the 
ACRR was “so infiltrated with commu¬ 
nists and fellow travelers that now rather 
than functioning as organizations for the 


promotion of better race relations [they] 
have become subservient to the aims and 
purposes of the Communist Party. 

“We suggest,” the letter continued, 

“that it would be in [your] best interest... 
to refrain from any association” with Ross. 

Shortly after, those same Latino lead¬ 
ers were called to a meeting at the Orange 
County District Attorney’s Office. There, 
OC DA James Davis and Los Angeles Arch¬ 
bishop John Joseph Cantwell told them in 
no uncertain terms to run Ross out of town. 
Decades later, Tarango told Ross Jr. what 
happened during that meeting: “Hector 
told me that he told the DA and the bishop, 
‘This is what we’re doing. We’re parents 
of kids and want to end segregation. We’re 
registering our fellow citizens, we’re help¬ 
ing people to become citizens. What is un- 
American about that?”’ 

Bishop Cantwell responded that OC’s 
Latinos just “didn’t understand,” and 
that Ross was “a real subversive charac¬ 
ter.” Only Tarango sided with Ross; the 
other leaders quietly told their mentor 
his help was no longer needed. Unde¬ 
terred, Ross moved to Boyle Heights the 
next year and started Community Ser¬ 
vices Organization (CSO), the group that 
would help elect Edward Roybal to the 
Los Angeles City Council and eventually 


hire and train a young Chavez. 

“He invited Tarango for the CSO chap¬ 
ter dinner shortly after it started,” Ross 
Jr. says with a laugh now. “And Dad told 
him, ‘Hector, I learned from my failure in 
OC.’ And the lesson he learned, from then 
on, before he started any drive, he’d intro¬ 
duce himself to the bishop and DA. And 
he never failed after that.” 

The momentum that Ross had started 
in OC came to a halt—after Mendez, et al, 
Orange County wouldn’t see any notice¬ 
able civil rights victories for Latinos until 
the tenant strikes of the 1980s. Los Ange¬ 
les, on the other hand, changed radically 
with Ross’ influence—and the story of the 
UFW, of course, is well-known. 

Ross Jr. is trying to get his father 
inducted into the California Hall of Fame 
and awarded the Presidential Medal of 
Honor. And though Orange County didn’t 
want Fred Ross, it did serve as motivation 
for the rest of his life. 

“One of Dad’s favorite sayings was, 

‘The organizer is a social arsonist that 
goes around setting people on fire,”’ Ross 
Jr. says. “‘The organizer is the catalyst or 
the spark. The embers are there—you’ve 
just got to reach inside there and fight 
back against the injustices.’”

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DEAR MEXICAN: I'm a second-generation. 
Orange County-raised pocho. Both sides of 
my family have been civil-rights activists 
since the 1940s. My mother's family took 
part in the landmark case Mendez, et al. v. 
Westminster, et al. in 1946. My father was 
a Chicano activist in the 1960s and 1970s. 
From the time I was a child, I had met vari¬ 
ous figures, including Reies Lopez Tijerina, 
Cesar Chavez, Bert Corona and Emigdio 
Vasquez. In 1975, my dad took me and my 
older brother to a demonstration against la 
migra ; we marched to the federal buildings 
in Santa Ana. As an adult, after graduating 
with a B.S. and M.S., I have improved my 
Spanish with classes, books, magazines, 
television, films and travel to countries de 
habla espanola. 

Despite my efforts to acculturate myself 
in Spanish, I am often met with the macho 
attitude of wabs and pochos apparently 
because I do not dress or act like them. 

At 6 feet tall and 250 pounds. I'm not 
being dissed for appearing to be a wimp. 

I have gone to gabacho businesses where 
the wab or pocho cashier has provided 
courteous service to Anglos and Asians 
with a smile, referring to them as "sir" and 
saying, "Thank you." While being served. 
I'm treated as though I'm a second-class 
citizen. I have been nearly run off side¬ 
walks by wab pedestrians while walking 
with my 2-year-old son. A favorite of some 
wabs is to ask me to speak in English after 
I have said something in Spanish clearly 
and grammatically correct. I now live in 
Los Angeles, where for some reason I get 
much more respect from African-Ameri¬ 
cans than other Latinos. Is there a seem-

DEAR BIG-BELLIED POCHO : Just a quick 
refresher for people who ain't from la naranja : 
a wab is a term specific to OC and is what 
assimilated Mexicans and gabachos call 
recently arrived Mexicans (before other Chica- 
nos dismiss my homeland again as a fountain 
of anti-Mexican hate—all Chicano communi¬ 
ties across los Estados Unidos have their own 
unique terms, as we discussed in this columna 
a couple of years back).

Gentle 
cabrones : two big projects on Cesar Chavez are 
out right now, each equally worthy of your sup¬ 
port. The one that's getting the big press cover¬ 
age, Cesar Chavez, is a film starring Michael 
Pena as the legendary labor leader and a good 
intro into why his life and accomplishments are 
important for everyone to know. But the rest of 
the story is in Miriam Pawel's extraordinary The 
Crusades of Cesar Chavez: A Biography, which 
finds Chavez not as the saint that keepers of his 
flame want him remembered as, but rather as 
an all-too-human man—one of the few thorough 
biographies to not come off as hagiography. 
Thank Hollywood and Manhattan for making a 
film and book about an important American who 
happened to be a Mexican (in the same year, no 
less!) and watch and read and debate.

1. WHO IS RYAN GETZLAF? 

Over the past couple of years, he has been 
one of the two or three best players in 
the NHL. Big, strong, skilled and smart, 
he has the kind of all-around game that 
draws comparisons with Gordie Howe 
and Mark Messier. And he plays for your 
Anaheim Ducks. Of course, if you don’t 
consider them your Ducks, if you’re not a 
hardcore hockey fan—is there any other 
kind?—you likely didn’t know that about 
Getzlaf, just as you likely assumed Howe 
and Messier were original cast members 
of Kids In the Hall. 

But Getzlaf, 28, is very much Orange 
County’s. Not only does he play in Ana¬ 
heim, but he lives in Tustin Ranch; is 
married to a young woman from Coto 
de Caza; has struggled in the past to find 
a balance between fatherhood and his 
high-paying, high-pressure job; and he 
owns a Sea-Doo. 

In fact, the county now lays claim 
to two of professional sports’ great¬ 
est players—Mike Trout of the Angels 
being the other, of course. But there’s 
a difference. While Trout and Getzlaf 
would be mobbed around the immedi¬ 
ate exterior of their respective home 
arenas/ballparks, Trout would continue 
to draw a crowd if he were to jog across 
Katella Avenue to that little Starbucks 
across from Anaheim Stadium. But if 
Getzlaf were to traverse Katella to the 
JT Schmid’s across from Honda Center, 
there is every possibility that no one 
would pay him any attention, the pre¬ 
sumption being that he was just another 
tall, in-shape, prematurely balding fellow 
with access to personal watercraft. 

I set about to prove that point recently, 
my plan being to ask fans at Honda Cen¬ 
ter what they thought of Getzlaf, then, 
after listening to their frothy responses 
of how his talent and leadership make 
the Ducks a true contender for this sea¬ 
son’s Stanley Cup, I would walk over to 
Schmid’s, pose the same question and 
receive a blank stare. 

Here’s how that went: 

Me, to fan in line for tickets at Honda 
Center: So, how about Getzlaf? 

Fan: /blank starej... 

Me: Getzlaf? 

Fan: What is that? What's a Getzlaf? 

So, you can see that Getzlaf’s fame 
sometimes does not even extend beyond 
the environs of the Honda Center. (If 
you’re wondering, the fan, Terry Stokes 
of Orange, was a sports fan, said he had at 
one time been employed by the Los Ange¬ 
les Kings, but he was there to buy tickets 
for an upcoming LA KISS indoor football 
game so he could watch his nephew and 
KISS lineman, Colin Baxter.) This has 
been a fact of life for Ducks players in 


the team’s 20 years of existence. Teemu 
Selanne, who can’t go out in public in his 
homeland of Finland, spoke years ago of 
the joys of anonymity in Orange County. 

“We have passionate fans; it makes it 
special to come to the rink every night. 
But as soon as you leave the rink, you sort 
of blend in,” says Scott Niedermayer, a 
teammate of Getzlaf’s on the Ducks 2007 
Stanley Cup championship team (one of 
four Cups for Niedermayer) who is now 
an assistant coach with the team. “If Getz 
were playing in Canada or Philadelphia 
or Detroit, it would be different, might 
be hard for him to go anywhere without 
being recognized.” 

Maybe even mobbed? I mean, who 
doesn’t like a nice mobbing every now 
and again? 


“Oh, man, there is none of me that 
would like to get mobbed when I go 
outside,” Getzlaf says. “I couldn’t ask for 
anything more than what I have here. 
Full house to play in front of, and then 
to be pretty much anonymous when I 
leave the place—you couldn’t ask for 
anything more.” 

(I, on the other hand, would like to ask 
the fine people at Wikipedia that they 
reconsider the first line of their bio entry 
on Mike Trout, in which they claim he is 
referred to as “The Millville Meteor.” He 
is not referred to as the Millville Meteor, 
and I cannot imagine any circumstances 
not involving time travel in which anyone 
would call Trout the Millville Meteor 
since the Millville Meteor is one of those 
nicknames you can only imagine com¬ 


ing out of the mouth of Old Timey Radio 
Guy: “ And remember, fans, Wednesday 
is Ladies' Day, courtesy ofDerkins Polio 
Talc. You gals will be allowed to stand in 
the far, darkened reaches of the park pro¬ 
vided you keep your adorable little yaps 
shut. Now, coming to bat, the Millville 
Meteor, Mike ...”) 

2. HE IS HAUNTED BY THE PAST 

It has been about 11 months since the 
Ducks, a favorite to hoist the Cup, lost 
their first-round playoff series to the 
Detroit Red Wings in gut-wrenching 
style. Anaheim had been heavy favor¬ 
ites to take the series, most experts had 
picked them to win it in five or six games, 
and they had taken a 2-1 lead in the series. 
But they would lose three of the next 


four games, including a game seven loss 
at home that included Detroit scoring a 
short-handed goal. 

It was disappointing, crushing on 
many levels, including that it robbed local 
fans of the opportunity to see the Ducks 
and Los Angeles Kings face each other 
in a playoff series. Afterward, stunned 
Ducks winger Corey Perry said, “It’s not 
something you think is going to happen,” 
sounding every bit like someone who’d 
just been through a catastrophic accident. 

Goalie Jonas Hiller echoed the sen¬ 
timent: “It’s depressing; it makes you 
feel sad.” 

More than a few teams have been 
known to have a hard time recovering 
from such a blow. Getzlaf wouldn’t allow 
it, saying, “You can learn a lot from los¬ 


ing big games.” Getzlaf promptly got in a 
fight in the season opener against Colo¬ 
rado, setting a tone that would propel the 
Ducks to win 15 of their next 18 games. 

“[Detroit] was a big building block for 
us,” Getzlaf says. “We had a lot of guys 
who hadn’t been in that situation that 
learned a lot. The guys did a great job of 
getting back to where we want to be.” 

As of this writing, the Ducks are third 
in the Western Conference, which means 
when the Stanley Cup playoffs begin next 
week, they would play the conference’s 
No. 6 team. Currently, that team is the 
Los Angeles Kings. 

3. HE COULD WIN THE HART TROPHY 

The Hart is given to the NHL’s MVP, and 
Getzlaf has been in the running almost 
from the start of the season. He is having, 
arguably, the greatest all-around season 
in team history. He is second in the league 
in points, sixth in assists and 11th in goals. 
He not only produces during games, but 
he also does something precious few can 
do: control games. 

“I definitely think he belongs in the 
hunt [for the Hart],” says former Ducks 
GM Brian Burke, now with the Calgary 
Flames. “This is a dominating player. He 
has a bad temper, a high skill level and a 
big body. That’s a good combination for a 
hockey player.” 

For such a big man—he’s 6-foot-4 and 
220 pounds—he is remarkably smooth on 
the ice and often seems to glide. He plays 
center, hockey’s version of a point guard. 
Like great players in all sports, he seems 
to see everything, to move deliberately 
while all around him rush about. The 
puck not only seems to find him but tends 
to stay on his stick that extra moment, 
allowing him to make not only the proper 
play, but also rarely the costly mistake, 
especially in the Ducks’ half of the ice. 

“He never seems to rush with the puck. 
He has the patience to make a play,” 

Hiller says. “His skill set is amazing; if 
he has the puck, something good is going 
to happen. He’s just so big, so skilled. I 
know guys from other teams, and they 
always complain ‘Man, I hate going 
against Getzlaf.’ That’s probably the best 
compliment you can give a player.” 

4. HE WON'T WIN THE HART TROPHY 

Getzlaf wouldn’t be the Ducks’ first Hart 
winner. Perry won the award for the 
2010-11 season, during which he scored 
50 goals. But he had a significant advan¬ 
tage over Getzlaf. Sidney Crosby, the best 
hockey player in the world, who has held 
the title for some time, missed half of that 
season with concussions. 

Even then, Perry won a close vote over 
Daniel Sedin. It was a surprise to many 
when Perry’s name was announced at 
the NHL Awards; one of those most sur¬ 
prised was Perry himself, who said, “It 
surprised me.” 

Getzlaf is having his best year, but 
Crosby is having another one of his, lead¬ 
ing the league in points by double digits 
over the second-place Getzlaf. 

5. DUDE IS GDLDEN 

As a member of Team Canada, he has won 
two Olympic gold medals. The first came 
in 2010 and as a result of the epic final 
game against the U.S., won in overtime by

Canada, 3-2. Playing for the Americans 
that day was Getzlaf’s then-Ducks team¬ 
mate, Bobby Ryan, and that connection 
inspired one of the best sports-related 
skits ever. 

At the 2010 NHL Awards show, fans 
were treated to Getzlaf torturing Ryan 
by calling him only by his new nickname, 
“Silver.” Getzlaf, you see, had gone quite 
gold crazy and was now a raging asshole. 
The most inspired moment in all of this 
was when Ryan entered the players’ 
lounge to find Getzlaf sitting, enjoying a 
beverage. Hilarity ensued_ 


two Gordie Howe Hat Tricks this season, 
considered one of the most manly accom¬ 
plishments in a sport that raises manli¬ 
ness to extremely manly levels. 

The Howe occurs when a player scores 
a goal, assists on a goal and gets in a fight. 
In that first game, with Colorado leading 
6-0 with just a little more than a minute 
remaining, Getzlaf and Avalanche winger 
Steve Downie got into it, with Getzlaf 
getting several punches to the side of 
Downie’s head, one that put him on his 
knees, then recovering just in time to 
make himself upright and allow Getzlaf 
to hit him once more upside the head. 
Then, in a move that seemed to defy the 
laws of motion, Getzlaf connected on an 
upper cut that began at his own chest, 
went under Downie’s left elbow, travelled 
up and connected with the Av’s winger’s 
chin, all while Downie’s left arm was 
firmly locked around his neck. According 
to hockeyfights.com—because there is 
something called hockeyfights.com, bless 
it—Getzlaf was the clear winner. 

He got in a second fight in January

The skit was such a hit that a second 
one appeared at the following year’s 
awards show, featuring Getzlaf even 
fuller of himself, toting a teacup Pomera¬ 
nian and waited on by a personal assistant 
who signed autographs for him. Ryan has 
since been traded away, but after Cana¬ 
da’s gold-medal performance this year, 
could there be a third skit on the horizon 
featuring Getzlaf and Ducks teammate/ 
Team USA player Cam Fowler? 

“Oh, I think that ship has sailed.” 

Come back, Asshole Getzlaf. Come back! 

6. DUDE WILL PUNCH YOU IN THE BRAIN 

One of the reasons the NHL Awards skit 
is especially funny to the knowledgeable 
hockey fan—is there any other kind?—is 
that Getzlaf is one of the least likely to 
get above himself. Witness the willing¬ 
ness and zeal he shows to mix it up in a 
fight to protect and defend teammates. 

As befitting a player of his considerable 
and wide-ranging skills, he has recorded 


once again pummeled his overmatched 
opponent, who turned out to be the 
unfortunate Mr. Downie, who had earlier 
been traded to the Flyers for the express 
purpose, it seems, of getting pounded by 
Getzlaf. When asked why he had such 
animosity toward Downie—had he run 
over the Getzlaf dog, violated the Getzlaf 
Sea-Doo?—Getzlaf said that Downie had, 
in fact, been asking for it. Literally. 

“He asked to speak to me before the 
game. He said he thought I jumped him in 
Colorado and asked me to fight again. He 
said I owed him.” 

That night, the Downie fight helped 
Getzlaf record his second Howe Hat Trick. 
When he was reminded after the game 
that his linemate Perry had three Howes, 
Getzlaf explained, “Corey? Yeah, but he 
gets beat up all the time. It’s different.” 

7. DUDE GOT PAID 

Last year, the Ducks signed Getzlaf to an 
eight-year, $66 million contract extension. 

8. HE’S BIG IN REGINA-SANDRA 
SCHMIRLERBIG 

The very flat plain that is Regina is 
known for being the capital city of Sas- 
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katchewan and for a resilience that has 
allowed its people to come back from the 
worst cyclone to ever hit a Canadian city, 
for being the site of some of the worst 
labor violence during the Great Depres¬ 
sion and for producing some kickass 
curling. And the Getzlafs. 

An active city that loves its sports, 
Getzlaf embraced the lifestyle and played 
just about everything, from hockey to 
baseball to volleyball to football. Inter¬ 
estingly enough, even in other sports, 
he tended to gravitate to positions that 
would allow him to dictate action—i.e., 
he played tailback in football and was a 
catcher in baseball. Some of his greatest 
games were played against his brother 
Chris, who has gone on to play slotback 
for the Saskatchewan Roughriders of the 
Canadian Football League, with whom he 
has won two championship Grey Cups. 
Ryan said the only thing marring hoist¬ 
ing the Stanley Cup the night the Ducks 
won it was that his brother wasn’t there 
to share it with him. When Chris got mar¬ 
ried last year, the wedding was hosted at 
Ryan’s home. 

The brothers’ success has moved 
locals to call them the “First Sports 
Family of Saskatchewan,” though there 
doesn’t appear to be any plans to name 
any parks after them as of yet. Appar¬ 
ently, you have to be a curler for that. 
There are numer¬ 
ous things in town 
named after curl¬ 
ers. Renowned for 
its curling prowess 
(yes, that’s a thing), 

Regina has been 
home to some of 
the sport’s great¬ 
est, none greater 
than Olympic gold 
medalist Sandra 
Schmirler— or, 
as she was also 
known, Schmirler 
the Curler. 

Oh, Canada. 

9. HE TAKES THE 
“C” ON HIS SWEATER VERY SERI¬ 
OUSLY 

Hockey’s an odd thing. It is at times the 
most brutal sport, one in which play¬ 
ers deal in brutal, bare-knuckle fighting 
that would cause scandal in any other 
sport, yet, as any sports writer will tell 
you, hockey players are the nicest, kind¬ 
est athletes you’ll ever deal with. It’s 
not close—there’s not even a second 
place (though there is a last place: Major 
League Baseball players, who are crotch- 
scratching wads). 

Hockey players are well-known to 
eschew sentimentality when it comes 
to playing the game—especially when it 
comes to the loss of blood and/or teeth— 
yet they can be absolutely mawkish 
about the rites and emblems of the game. 
Consider their schizoid regard for the 
Stanley Cup, a trophy all hockey players 
are known to view with an aura of reli¬ 
giosity, but which those lucky enough to 
hoist have been known to regularly defile, 
especially in its use as an eating utensil 
(sounds rather Roman Catholic, actually). 

And then there is the captain’s “C” you 
see on players’ sweaters. It’s doubtful 
players from any other sport respect and 


honor the “C” more. The hockey captain 
is seen as that thing players value most. 
Ask them if they would rather have a 
great player or great teammate, and they 
will likely always choose the latter. 

“I don’t know if there’s a more team 
sport than hockey,” Niedermayer says. 
“You really need to depend on teammates, 
coaches.... That is what a captain is 
expected to do; you know, get everyone in 
the same direction on the same page.” 

That’s a lot to ask of anyone, espe¬ 
cially a young player such as Getzlaf, 
who was still developing not just as a 
player but also as a person. Ducks man¬ 
agement had identified him early on as 
captain material. 

“In 2006, we had a state of the fran¬ 
chise event with fans,” says longtime 
Ducks media-relations director Alex 
Gilchrist. “Our GM at the time was Brian 
Burke, and he picked [then-Coach] Randy 
Carlyle, Scott Niedermayer and Getzlaf to 
speak. It was telling because Getzlaf was 
21 years old. They were grooming him to 
be the captain.” 

It would actually happen four years 
later, when Getzlaf was 25, and he 
promptly went out and had the worst sea¬ 
son of his career, registering career lows 
in points (57) and goals (11). Coach Bruce 
Boudreau said later the problem was how 
seriously Getzlaf took his role: “Some¬ 
times, you sit there 
and worry, Tm the 
captain: Should I 
do this or do that?’ 
Instead of just going 
out there and hav¬ 
ing the situations 
present themselves 
to you_Some¬ 

times, he overthinks 
the role.” 

Hiller says, “To 
be the leader, you 
just can’t one day 
say, ‘Okay, I’m the 
leader.’ You have to 
grow into it.” 

Getzlaf did. By 
the following sea¬ 
son of 2012-13, he averaged better than a 
point a game and the team took off with 
him ... well, until Detroit. And this sea¬ 
son, he has firmly established himself as 
one of the handful of best skaters in the 
league, unquestioned on the ice and in 
the locker room. 

“He was still relatively young in the 
scheme of things when he was named 
captain,” Niedermayer says. “To be put in 
a bigger role like that obviously can mix 
you up pretty good. If he’s out there and 
not playing as well as he would like per¬ 
sonally, but then he’s worried about the 
team not playing well, it can be a bit more 
to handle than you would like. He’s done 
a good job of just kinda sticking with it 
and letting it all kind of figure itself out.” 

ID. SAME WITH THE “D” 

While most people focused on Getzlaf’s 
adjustment to being captain as the reason 
for his struggles a couple of seasons ago, 
he has maintained that being a new dad 
weighed on him just as heavily. 

He and wife Paige had their first 
child, Ryder, around the time he was 
named captain. Like any new father,

he struggled with lack of sleep and all 
the anxiety and questions that come 
with being a new parent. And then 
there was the anxiety that comes with 
being a professional athlete who plays 
in a sport that demands you spend 
huge chunks of time not only away 
from home, but much of that time 
on the road, as well. He dealt with 
the guilt of missing those once-in-a- 
lifetime milestones, including when 
Ryder took his first steps, which Ryan 
watched via his phone. 

As had happened with the captain’s 
role, it took Getzlaf a while to relax and 
find a happy medium. But when he did, 


much been together ever since. 

“We were both living in Newport at the 
time,” Getzlaf says. “We hung out a few 
times, and then that became every day.” 

Since they’ve been together, Ryan 
and Paige have not only done the diaper 
thing, but they’ve also raised money 
for autism research and have organized 
an annual event to fund research for 
the study of Duchenne muscular dys¬ 
trophy. Just last week, Paige and other 
Ducks girlfriends and wives—the Lady 
Ducks—put on a fashion show, rais¬ 
ing $175,000 for Childrens’ Hospital of 
Orange County. Eight months’ pregnant, 
Paige walked the runway, and Ryan put 
his Olympic jersey on the block, where it 
brought in $16,000. 

But you really don’t care about that, 
do you? 

12. FINE, REVISTING THE WHOLE 
“SMOKING HOT” THING 

It is a truism of modern life that beautiful 
women are very attracted to NHL players. 
The list is long and impressive of those 
who have dated and/or married players, 
including such notables as Carrie Under¬ 
wood, Elisha Cuthbert, Erin Andrews,

things seemed to work themselves out. 

“It’s hard to describe—my wife and 
I had to reach an understanding, a bal¬ 
ance,” he says. “The whole thing, when 
I’m here [at the rink], I have to be here 
and able to focus on what I need to do at 
the rink. When I’m home, I have to focus 
on the family.” 

11. HE AND HIS WIFE ARE 
A LOVELY COUPLE 

Ryan and Paige make a pretty impres¬ 
sive couple. He’s a big hockey star; she’s 
a lovely woman. He pounds on Steve 
Downie; she organizes diaper donations 
for needy families. 

Playerswives.com (because there’s 
something called playerswives.com, bless 
it, too) has called her “the perfect hockey 
wife,” noting her tendency to head to the 
Twitterwaves to offer support and con¬ 
gratulations when appropriate, as well 
as her tendency to be, in their words, 
“smoking hot.” 

They were introduced to each other 
while dining one night and have pretty 


Michelle Beadle and, for those of you 
who remember analog, Kim Alexis. Also, 
a whole bunch of Russian models. 

Why is this? 

When asked about that, Getzlaf flashed 
the kind of smile only a man who’s mar¬ 
ried to someone like his wife—rub it 
in, nzce—can and says, “I wish I had an 
answer.” Do you Ryan? Do you? “We fool 
the right people, I guess.” 

Funny man. 

In studying this phenomenon fur¬ 
ther, I’ve talked to women who said that 
hockey players are 1) manly, 2) seem kind 
of nice and 3) Canadian. I’ve also talked 
to several men who said all those women 
are beards for guys who are obviously 
compensating. 

Then there is Playboy magazine (which 
is apparently still a thing, bless it), which 
surmised, “Hockey players make incred¬ 
ible lovers.

Hull and Mess¬ 
ier are always ranked first and second, 
respectively. Hull may have rated higher 
if he had not resorted to hair transplants. 

Messier, a five-time Cup winner, was, 
like Getzlaf, big, strong, skilled and argu¬ 
ably the best teammate ever. In fact, Nie- 
dermayer sees a lot of Messier in Getzlaf. 

“Yeah, they’re similar, and that’s say¬ 
ing something,” he says. “Big, strong 
guys with a lot of talent; you wouldn’t be 
making much of a stretch to make a com¬ 
parison. No shame being on that list.” 



Getzlaf waxes philosophic: “Well, I 
guess it’s better than being on the list of 
the worst bald hockey players.” 

14. ANNA KDURNIKDVA 

I’ve been reminded that Anna Kournikova 
dated one hockey player and married 
another. So there you go. 

15. HE’S STILL YOUNG 

For all he’s accomplished—a Stanley 
Cup, two Olympic gold medals, two 
kids, another on the way and that huge 
contract extension—Getzlaf is still rela¬ 
tively young, and his best hockey could 
very well be ahead of him. 

Teammate Teemu Selanne, who 
began his NHL career in 1992 when 
Ryan Getzlaf was just 7, has said that 
over the past couple of years, Getzlaf 
has “taken a huge step forward as a 
leader and as an athlete. He wants to 
do things right. Obviously won the 
Stanley Cup his first year. Now he wants 
to win one as a leader. It’s been great to 
watch him getting better and he’s turn¬ 
ing into a man. 

“No real weaknesses,” Selanne con¬ 
tinues. “I always say he can be as good 
as he wants to be, and now, he really 
wants to be the difference.... He’s a 
totally different person, a total different 
athlete than a few years ago. I haven’t 
seen a better player this year.” 

And he’s just 28, which means he’s 
probably just reaching his physical peak. 

You might want to make note of 
that, Downie.

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The Subway of Sushi 


Samurai Burrito makes sushi burritosand nachos

D o you turn up your nose at those 
sushi bar Know-Nothings who 
would make a thick, creamy sludge 
out of their soy sauce and wasabi? Do you 
know what brand of sake your itamae pre¬ 
fers? Or do you own Jiro Dreams of Sushi 
on Blu-Ray? 

If you answered in the affirmative to any 
of the above, you are a sushi snob, and the 
new Samurai Burrito isn’t for you. Samu¬ 
rai Burrito takes sushi ingredients—or 
rather the components that make up most 
sushi rolls—and repackages them into 
something that resembles sushi, tastes like 
sushi, but really isn’t sushi. What Samurai 
Burrito serves are sushi burritos, but they 
aren’t burritos either. Basically, they are 
uncut sushi rolls that you eat as though it 
were a burrito. More than anything, this 
is a product designed and meant for the 
Instagram crowd who stood in line for a 
Ramen Burger, Cronut or Kogi taco before 
it became just another food truck. 

It’s trendy, hip, reasonably priced 
and assembled by people as young as 
they are. And when you watch the staff 
work—drizzling sauces, handling the 
minced imitation crab meat as though it 
were Play-Doh—you realize the sum of 
their combined ages is less than the years 
of training that most sushi masters must 
undergo before they’re allowed to even 
cut the fish. This is the Subway of sushi, 
served in a fast-food environment with 
the thump-thump soundtrack of a Forever 
21—further evidence of the democratiza¬ 
tion of a once-sacred foodstuff. 

If it weren’t located in a dilapidated 
strip mall and next to Fountain Valley’s 
venerable Ebisu, Samurai Burrito would 


even resemble a typical Subway sandwich 
assembly line—if you substituted the cold 
cuts with raw fish and replaced the oven 
with a mechanical rice press that looks 
as though it’s an oversized meat grinder. 
Gobs of sushi rice are shoved through the 
funnel at the top of the contraption, and 
what comes out the other end are perfectly 
flattened sheets of rice. 

Then, not unlike at Subway, you’re 
asked to choose your wrapper from six 
options, as though you were choosing 
your bread. But just as with Subway’s 
bread, most of the wrappers, especially 
the soy-paper ones, taste pretty much the 
same. Whether studded with togarashi, 
sesame or shiso, you won’t be able to tell 
the difference when your burrito’s girth 
is 3 inches and these wrappers are barely 
half a millimeter. They ultimately become 
nothing more than something that keeps 
your fingers from touching the rice. 

If you intend to customize your burrito, 
you can choose one protein that consti¬ 
tutes the “core.” Ahi tuna, salmon, seared 
albacore, spicy tuna, unagi and yellowtail 
are among the seafood choices. But it 
should say something that there are also 
four chicken options, including barbecue 
and teriyaki. In fact, one of the best rolls 
Samurai Burrito produces uses chicken 
katsu, shredded cabbage, sliced green 
onions and a tangy katsu sauce. It man¬ 
ages to get the correct flavor and texture 
profile of eating a chicken katsu dinner 
despite the fact that the chicken tastes as 
though it were fried a half-hour before 
you got there, with the breading already 
halfway soggy. 

Other rolls range from good to cloy¬ 


ing. The Kamikazu, a seared albacore roll 
that has avocado, cucumber and onions, is 
kind of refreshing, something you never 
thought you’d say about a burrito. But 
the Rockin’ Daruma—a roll stuffed with 
shrimp tempura, crab mix, cucumber, gar¬ 
lic chips, sesame seeds, tempura batter and 
two of the house sauces—is a slog to eat, 
with something out of balance. After your 
first bite of richness on top of richness, 
you reach for the bottle of Sriracha to jolt 
your mouth back from boredom. It’s at this 
point you wonder if you might have liked it 
better if it were cut into smaller pieces. At 
least then it would’ve allowed you to dunk 
it in your own soy-sauce-and-wasabi slurry. 

The most popular item is the Samurai 
Nachos, which is the equivalent of asking 
for a big bowl of Halloween candy, getting 
it, and then being forced to eat it all in one 
sitting. At first, you think it’s a great idea. 
You remember being served and enjoy¬ 
ing the same kind of appetizer on a single 
wonton chip at the last sushi joint you 
went to. You thought to yourself you could 
eat about 20 more. But when you actu¬ 
ally get the chance with this dish—which 
consists of about a pound of chips topped 
with salmon, spicy tuna, masago, unagi, 
crab mix, onions, Sriracha mayo and eel 
sauce—you begin to believe that adage 
about too much of a good thing. Or per¬ 
haps it’s because you’re actually a closeted 
sushi snob?

A Line of Good

D on't mind the sign nearthe 
entrance of Ellies Table At North 
Beach that says, "Line Starts Here." 
Actually, scratch that: If there is a line, 
follow it. But in the few minutes or 
so this San Clemente restaurant isn't 
slammed but merely busy, the sign 
only confuses. There is no line at those 
times; instead, it becomes a free-for-all 
of people zig-zagging in front of the 
multiple glass cases before them, each 
filled with deli salads, sandwiches, 
croissants, cupcakes and whatever 
other marvels the kitchen has cooked 
up for the day. It takes minutes for 
people to decide, leaving the poor gal or 
guy standing behind the counter to wait 
until a look of certainty finally crosses 
a customer's face, as they've decided 
what to order for breakfast. 

Elbe's is a beaut of a place, occupy¬ 
ing a spot of historic San Clemente 
that just happens to have a view of the 
ocean and the railroad tracks. It's the 
first storefront restaurant of the much- 
beloved Jay's Catering, which has fed 
North County weddings and banquets 
for decades. Here, the menu is sim¬ 
plified to pastries, some salads and 
sandwiches, all designed for on-the-go 
eating or quick bites. About the most 
complicated thing here is a flat-iron 
steak served alongside a relish and 
with a cheese roll; at $11, it's pound-for- 
pound one of the better steaks in South 
County. But the most popular offering 
are the palm sandwiches, those relics 
of Elks Lodge meetings of yore that 
find new life in the able hands of Elbe's. 
On a topside tray sit five styles, from 
a straightforward ham-and-mayo to a 
roast beef, its meat stacked so tightly 
that folds jut over one another like the 
deckle-edged pages of a 19th-century 
book. Cold, they're fine; warm, the 
focaccia bread used in the palm sand¬ 
wiches shines through with its slightly 
herby-cheesy beauty. 

Save some room for the sweets, of 
course, whether flaky croissants, hefty 
cinnamon rolls, super-sweet cupcakes 
or airy macarons. Elbe's has only been 
open since last fall, but it has already 
established itself in San Clemente's 
competitive breakfast scene, one for 
women who lunch and non-beach-bum 
millennials. One only hopes it gets a 
dinner menu soon or expand its lunch 
offerings. But in the meanwhile, stand 
in line—or join in the most delicious 
scrum of the year. Besides, any place 
that carries Kean Coffee is a pal of ours.

He Wants to Know 
What Airline Chicken Is 

Peter Petro of Ten Asian Bistro and Bosscat Kitchen 


C hef Peter Petro and I shared a com¬ 
mon baby-sitter growingup: PBS. 
More specifically one OG celebrity 
chef (before they were even referred to as 
such) by the name of Martin Yan. Petro’s 
fascination with food began with family 
memories in the kitchen, and television 
helped fuel his passion to create. Bosscat 
Kitchen (the remodeled space next door to 
Ten Asian Bistro, a story we broke in Janu¬ 
ary) is nearing completion; we sat in the 
unfinished space to go over his responses. 

OC WEEKLY: Where does the restaurant 
name TEN come from? 

PETER PETRO: It means heaven in Japa¬ 
nese—or so I am told. 

One food you can’t live without: 

Anything that comes from a pig. Do I really 
need to explain? 

Your best recent food find: 

Randy’s Donuts in LA. I’ve driven by that 
place hundreds of times, but I went for the 
first time a few weeks ago. The doughnuts 
are so damn delicious. 

Favorite chef: 

Martin Yan. I used to watch him as a kid on 
TV. He’s one of the original “celebrity chefs.” 
I had the chance to cook for him a few years 
ago, and he really enjoyed my food. 

Your earliest food memory: 

Standing by the stove in my grandmother’s 
kitchen, “helping” her cook. 

What is your restaurant experience? 

I’ve been in this industry since I was 14 
years old. I started as a dishwasher at a 
banquet hall in my hometown. 

You’re making breakfast What are 
you having? 

Eggs and a bunch of meat that came from 
a pig—wrapped in pancakes and topped 
with waffles.

Weirdest customer request (and did you 
do it?): 

When I owned a restaurant in Las Vegas, a 
woman came in and ordered filet mignon, 
cut in half. One half cooked medium and 
served now. The other half medium rare and 
put in a to-go box, so she could take it home 
and reheat to medium later. Yep, I sure did. 
Most popular item(s) on the menu: 

Believe it or not, pad Thai. I sell a ton of this 
stuff! It’s not served the same [way] as a tra¬ 
ditional Thai restaurant would, and I think 
that draws a lot of people to it. 

What do you recommend for first-timers? 

You can never go wrong with our sushi and 
wok dishes. If you’re an adventurous first- 
timer, try something like beef bone marrow 
or Peking duck confit. 

Where was your most recent meal? What 
did you have? 

I think I grabbed some vegetable scraps and 
leftover trimmings of pork from the walk- 
in [fridge] and heated them up and served 
them over rice. I sat outside on a milk crate 
and ate it between orders.

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Visions In Scarlett 

Under the Skin is alluring, creepy, great

T he promise of seeing Scarlett 

Johansson fully nude is probably 
enough to lure lots of people into 
Jonathan Glazer’s alien-among-us fantasy 
Under the Skin, and the vision doesn’t dis¬ 
appoint: Her figure, seen in long shot, is 
a grand and glowing thing; she has one of 
those butts shaped, adorably, like an upside- 
down heart. But her nakedness is the oppo¬ 
site of a sleazy thrill. As Glazer presents 
it to us, an Eadweard Muybridge nude 
miraculously come to life, it’s so unadorned 
and purely human that it’s entrancing 
on a whole other level. That Johansson’s 
character is not human at all only adds to 
the pathos—and the terror—of it all. She is, 
as we learn early on, a killer from another 
world masquerading in womankind’s 
touch-me skin. In her nakedness, she hides 
everything and nothing; she’s treachery and 
softness rolled into one. 

You could say the same of Under the 
Skin itself, a science-fiction rhapsody laced 
with thorns. Adapted—though maybe 
“morphed” is a better word—from Michel 
Faber’s 2000 novel of the same name, this 
is the story of a girl who fell to Earth or 
who was, perhaps, put here to do a job. The 
exact motivation of Johansson’s character 
is never made clear, though she seems to 
be harvesting male flesh for either herself 
or her race. Really, very little in Under the 
Skin is clear at all. Its secrets unspool in 
mysterious, supple ribbons, but that’s part 
of its allure, as well as its great beauty. This 
picture is often mesmerizing and some¬ 
times almost unforgivably cruel: The image 
of an infant crying on a cold, savage beach 
appears onscreen for just a few seconds, 
though it takes much longer to shake it off. 


But if Glazer is only just resurfacing with 
his first movie in 10 years (the next most 
recent being the 2004 arty-elegant reincar¬ 
nation romance Birth), at least he’s coming 
back with a great one. Along with his actors, 
cinematographer Daniel Landin and com¬ 
poser Mica Levi, he’s made a work of quiet 
audaciousness, half-soothing, half-jolting. 
This is a dream-state movie that’s always 
fully awake and alive. 

Johansson’s character has no name, and 
though she speaks in a reasonably proper 
English accent, she seems to have come 
from nowhere. This enigmatic creature, 
with her short crop of dark curls and 
mischievous half-moon of a smile, drives 
around Scotland’s bramble-gray country¬ 
side and its chattery, bustling cities, using 
her sexual magnetism to lure men to their 
doom. She wears everyday mall clothes— 
skinny jeans, a faux-fur jacket—and banters 
casually with her marks to determine how 
much they’ll be missed by anyone at home, 
if they’ll be missed at all. They’re all regu¬ 
lar guys, sporting jerseys of their favorite 
football teams, some of them rabbiting on 
in such thick Scots they may as well be 
speaking the language of another planet. 
Our alien beauty leans in close to hear what 
they’re saying, to determine if they’ll suit 
her purposes. Some of them immediately 
remark on how pretty she is; others seem to 
avoid even looking at her, before stumbling 
to tell her they find her attractive. 

What Johansson is working here is 
“glamour” in the original and ancient sense 
of the word, not the Hollywood one, a 
point brought home by Glazer’s working 
methods. Most, though not all, of the men 
in the film are non-actors, unaware that 


they’re being chatted up by a bona-fide 
movie star, the proceedings captured by 
a small hidden camera. On the surface, at 
least, it’s an approach that invites some 
moral queasiness: Even though all of these 
“performers” were clued in after the fact 
and signed the required release forms, it 
doesn’t seem right to make human beings 
the unwitting pawns of movie artistry. But 
I think the way Glazer uses these perform¬ 
ers is ultimately respectful. We’re on their 
side—we can’t blame them for falling for 
this not-quite-Scarlett Johansson because 
we’ve fallen, too. Watching them respond to 
alien Scarlett is fascinating; some of them 
are so shy they seem reluctant to look at her 
directly. But watching her coax them into 
her net is the real wonder here. When she’s 
being observed only by us, the character’s 
stare is simultaneously hungry and blank. 
When she’s working her wiles, her eyes are 
bright and reflective: “I’m far more inter¬ 
ested in you than I am in myself,” they seem 
to say, and weirdly, tragically (for the alien’s 
quarry), she’s not even lying. 

There are dozens of mysteries in Under 
the Skin that don’t cohere in any logical 
way but work like gangbusters on the 
imaginative subconscious. Where, exactly, 
does alien Scarlett lead her victims? Who 
knows? But we do see them, following her 
lead, stripping themselves naked as they 
stride deeper and deeper into a pool of 
what looks like inky black oil. They sink, 
while she pads across the surface with a 
panther’s muscular grace. What happens to 
them after that is the stuff of Francis Bacon 
paintings, a loss of self that Glazer captures 
with disturbingly hypnotic imagery. And 
Levi’s score is a small, weird miracle in 


itself. The opening sequence, in which an 
orb of light is used as a kind of visual short¬ 
hand to fill us in on some otherwise-incom¬ 
prehensible alien backstory, is accompanied 
by a chorus of anxious violins akin to 1,000 
obsessive crickets. This is the music of 
unease, the sound our neurons might make 
if we could listen in on their workday. 

Alien Scarlett goes through one man 
after another, until one of them, a young 
man with a facial disfiguration (played by 
Adam Pearson) touches a seemingly human 
nerve in her. She never voices the thought, 
but we can see her wondering: Could she 
ever live as a human? Could she feel desire 
and make real love with a man instead of 
destroying him? This particular pick-up, 
thinking he’s hit the jackpot by finding a 
woman who’s sexually interested in him, 
pinches himself to make sure it’s all real. 
“Dreaming,” he says numbly as he follows 
in her deadly footsteps; he can barely bring 
himself to articulate the question mark. 

In her molten-honey voice, alien Scarlett 
answers the half-asked question: ‘Yes. Yes, 
we are.” 

At this point, which is also, incidentally, 
the moment Johansson finally strips bare, 
Under the Skin becomes less sinister and 
more about some unnameable longing. 
Alien Scarlett seems annoyed by Earth¬ 
lings at first—they’re a necessary inconve¬ 
nience—but the longer she wears the skin 
of a human, the more she yearns to become 
one. She doesn’t have penis envy; she has 
soul envy. Even in her not-human state, she 
wants what we all want, and just like us, she 
has no idea how to name it. Maybe the key 
is to just keep walking toward it. Dreaming. 
Yes, we are.

CAPTAIN AMERICA: THE WINTER 
SOLDIER Tucked into a pocket of his 
workout sweats, Steve Rogers—aka 
Captain America, the serum-enhanced 
Yankee Doodle Dynamo who's spent 
six decades in deep freeze -- keeps a 
notebook of cultural beats he's missed: 
Star Wars, Marvin Gaye, Thai food. If only 
he'd added 70s conspiracy thrillers to his 
list. First, so he could tell his boss's boss, 
Alexander Pierce (Robert Redford), "Hey, 
anyone ever tell you you look like that guy 
from Three Days of the Whatchamalit :?" 
And second, so he'd realize sooner that 
he's been plunged into one. Under the 
watch of S.H.I.E.L.D., the government 


agency at which he reservedly works, 
the planet's nearly been destroyed six 
times in four years. No wonder bigwig 
Nick Fury (Samuel L. Jackson) is rushing 
the launch of three massive drones pro¬ 
grammed to neutralize threats before they 
attack. Fury warns that the 21st century's 
battle lines are no longer as obvious as 
WWII's. Cap's either with S.H.I.E.L.D. or 
against it, and soon, some of S.H.I.E.LD. 
decides its against him. The script is 
solid, and the fight scenes are excellent. 
The Winter Soldier is the first Marvel 
film in forever that doesn't climax with 
heroes mowing down a horde of non¬ 
human nobodies. This is bone on bone 
on that vibranium shield, which thwangs 
satisfyingly as it ricochets around before 
conking a villain—Cap's like a pool shark 


plunking the eight-ball. Meanwhile, 
Scarlett Johansson's Black Widow 
seduces him, only half-successfully, to 
join the modern age. Marvel doesn't 
consider her important or male enough 
to earn a love interest herself, but even if 
she never gets to have any sex, the cam¬ 
era certainly makes love to her. (PG-13)

NOAH To hear Darren Aronofsky tell it in 
interviews, there was no way in hell 
he'd let his special-effects extravaganza 
Noah, years in the planning, be your run- 
of-the-mill, candy-ass Biblical epic. The 
ark built by Russell Crowe's Noah couldn't 
be some SS M/nnow-style thing with a 
cute little peaked-roof house at the top: 

It had to be a majestically ugly barge, the 
better to fit thousands of CGI two-by-two 


beasties. Instead of trying to wring some 
drama out of that hoary old contretemps 
between Noah and God, Aronofsky took 
a minor Old Testament figure, Tubal-cain, 
and hired Ray Winstone to play him. This 
re-imagined Tubal-cain is a tough who 
murdered Noah's father long ago; now 
he wants to elbow his way onto the ark, 
and possibly— shudder— eat some of the 
animals. Also, Aronofsky has introduced 
a group of fallen angels known as the 
Watchers, a race of crabby rock people 
who have become disgusted with the 
mess mankind has made and who never 
got over being defeated by Flash Gordon. 
OK, Flash Gordon isn't in Genesis, but that 
was probably just an oversight. Noah is 
here not to set the record straight, but to 
set it on its head. This isn't a lavish work 



of mad genius, it's designed to be a lavish 
work of mad genius, and there's a differ¬ 
ence. Aronofsky is an uncompromising 
director: He wants everything just so, and 
he knows what he's doing, to the extent 
that audiences always do, too—you can 
feel the gears behind it all noisily grinding. 
If Noah, his costliest and splashiest film, 
has any splendor at all, it's the business- 
as-usual CGI spectacle kind. (PG-13)

300: RISE OF AN EMPIRE Man, woman, 
gay, straight, bi: There's something for 
everyone in Noam Murro's 300: Rise of an 
Empire, the XXL sequel to the also-larger- 
than-life Greeks-in-shinguards extrava¬ 
ganza 300. In that picture, directed by 
Zack Snyder and based on Frank Miller's 
graphic novel about the three-day Battle 
of Thermopylae in 480 B.C., the Spartans 
and their small but mighty army kicked 
the asses of the Persians, with much yell¬ 
ing, grunting, and spilling of black-red CGI 
blood. 300: Rise of an Empire might have 
been essentially more of the same, but 
for one distinction that makes it 300 times 
better than its predecessor: Mere mortals 
of Athens, Sparta, and every city from 
Mumbai to Minneapolis, behold the mag¬ 
nificent Eva Green, and tremble! This time 
around, Athenian warrior Themistocles, 
gentle-spirited but tough as a lion's claw, 
is the star—he's played by Sullivan 
Stapleton, who musters at least a few 
whiskers' worth of authority. But really, 
who's looking at him? Green's Artemisia 
is something to behold. She makes her 
entrance in a fringed leather gown with 
a molded breastplate, sweeping into 
the Persian palace like a B.C. Morticia 
Addams. Her over-the-topness—and, 
in one scene, her resplendent topless¬ 
ness—really gets Rise of an Empire 
cooking. Artemisia commands her naval 
warriors as if she were telling them what 
to do in bed: "Today we will dance across 
the backs of dead Greeks," she purrs, 
pronouncing the word dance "dahnse"— 
because that's what an all-powerful 
enchantress would do. When she lowers 
her kohl-rimmed eyes, the sailors hear, 
and they obey. They'll kill for her, and 
they'll die for her. Green makes it all look 
like dahnsing. (R) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

BAD WORDS As you can guess, Jason 
Bateman's directorial debut Bad Words is 
filled with bad words: Bateman plays Guy 
Trilby, an alleged grown-up with a photo¬ 
graphic memory and a lousy attitude who 
bullies his way into a national spelling 
bee competition for grade-schoolers. 

As he's knocking 'em dead on the 
spelling-bee circuit, executing words like 
floccinaucinihilipilification with aplomb, 
he's also spraying his ill will and nasty 
vocabulary every which way like a surly 
tomcat. No one escapes his acid verbal 
jet-stream: Not Allison Janney's prim-and- 
proper bee coordinator, nor Kathryn Hahn 
as the journalist who, for no clear reason, 
has chosen to accompany him on this 
bitter adventure. Bad Words might have 
been moderately enjoyable if Trilby were 
just a really bad guy. But there's a reason 
for his miserable behavior—in case you 
haven't guessed, this is a journey toward 
redemption. Bateman, as both director 
and star, digs his heels in too hard to 
make the movie's points, using lots of ho- 
hum close-ups and wriggly camera work 
along the way. The foul-mouthed insults 
that litter Andrew Dodge's screenplay 
aren't even that clever: At one point 
Trilby, who has reluctantly accepted the 
friendship of an adorable bee competitor 
of South Asian descent (played, win- 
somely, by Rohan Chand), asks the kid 
if he has a girlfriend: "You can't find one 
little chicken tikka to get your shrimp 
tandoori up in?" If that's supposed to be 
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shocking, it isn't—but it isn't funny, either. 
Bateman seems to be looking over his 
shoulder to make sure we're getting the 
gags, but all he's come up with is a Bad 
Santa wannabe, with none of that movie's 
glorious Rabelaisian spirit. How do you 
spell relief? (R) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

DIVERGENT Neil Burger's Divergent is 
constructed around a narrative premise 
so illogical it makes Keanu Reeves being 
the Chosen One feel as earthbound 
a notion as saying water is wet. In a 
future Chicago, the last civilization 
standing, the citizenry is so organized 
that they've divided themselves into five 
factions and built an electrical Great 
Wall, yet no one can be bothered to fix 
the broken windows. Those factions 
are the pillars upon which our plot 
rests—or flails. Teenagers test their 
aptitudes for each powerful clan, such 


as the Dauntless, brave fighters in black, 
or the Abnegation, selfless, gray-clad 
civil servants. The story insists that all 
of mankind falls neatly into just one of 
these broad categories. It'd be easier to 
root for lead Tris's (Shailene Woodley, 
the go-to girl for drab roles with grit) 
quest to escape her Abnegation roots 
to prove herself a worthy Dauntless 
if director Burger felt committed to 
the concept. But the five clans act 
near-indistinguishablyfrom each other, 
and when Tris stumbles in an endless 
training sequence, her instructor yells, 

"I thought you were smart!" Smart? 

But how? Actually, Tris can be smart 
and brave—she's secretly tested as 
Divergent, the rare person who can be 
smart, brave, happy, and honest. Which 
means she must be killed. Explains evil 
Jeanine (Kate Winslet), people who 
break the rules by being smart, brave, 
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etc., start wars. You might as well blame 
violence on kitten calendars. But this 
is just another lapse in logic from a film 
where a fellow undercover Divergent 
who lives in public dorms reveals that 
he's tattooed his divergency on his 
spine. Can we disqualify him from being 
one of the smarties? (PG-13) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

THE MONUMENTS MEN Most of US like 
to think we'd stride into a combat zone 
to save a distressed child. But would 
we do the same for a Michelangelo 
Madonna? You can see why George 
Clooney would be attracted to these 
heroes, particularly as Robert M. Edsel 
(with Bret Witter) presents them in his 
gloriously readable 2009 book. Edsel 
focuses on the eight men, among them 
museum curators and art historians, 
who trekked to Europe at the tail end 
of World War II "to inspect and pre¬ 
serve" every important work of art or 
architecture in the path of the Allied 
forces between the English Channel and 
Berlin—and, as it turns out, ended up 
saving hundreds of stolen works that 
Hitler's troops had amassed for a grand 
museum to be built in the Fiihrer's honor 
in Austria. History, politics, and civic 
ideals are catnip to Clooney the director, 
but The Monuments Men, either despite 
its clearly noble intentions or because of 
them, stumbles on the march. Clooney 
and co-writer Grant Heslov embellish, 
rearrange, and condense many of the 
details, none of which is a problem. But 
Clooney can't control the story; it keeps 
flying out of his grasp like an unruly 
spring. The Monuments Men feels loose 
and disorganized, even though all the 
requisite cogs have been accounted for 
His great skill as a director may be his 
affinity for actors, and the performers 
here (Jean Dujardin, John Goodman, 
Cate Blanchett, Matt Damon, Bob 
Balaban, Bill Murray.) always have some 
quiet sparkle about them. Monuments 
Men fails in its grand ambitions, but it's 
still satisfying in bits and pieces, like 
a busted statue. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

MR. PEABODY & SHERMAN First, the 
pleasant surprises. In puffing up the 
slight, absurd Mr Peabody and Sherman 
shorts from Jay Ward's The Rocky and 
Bullwinkle Show into an 82-minute 3D 
save-the-timestream child-distractor, 
director Rob Minkoff and his many 
writers have preserved a few of the 
hallmarks distinguishing the Dada, dead¬ 
pan, almost primitive original, a toon 
so flat it was almost less than 2D. The 
structure remains episodic, visiting the 
French Revolution, Renaissance Italy, 
and ancient Egypt; genius beagle Mr 
Peabody still caps each escapade in his¬ 
tory with a proudly terrible pun; and the 
whole thing has an amiable, gag-to-gag 
vibe for most of the first hour Many of 
those gags are godawful, but a handful 
are killer, as when Peabody, as the god 
Ra, addresses the people in the Valley 
of the Kings, telling them that wedding 
is off and they won't get their deposits 
back on the catering. (Ty Burrell, who 
voices Peabody, finds some glory in the 
rote.) That Egypt sequence boasts a 
trapped-tomb adventure better than any¬ 
thing in the last Indiana Jones picture, 
and there's an oddly moving montage 
detailing the title duo's relationship set 
to John Lennon's "Beautiful Boy." (No 
word on why they don't Wayback to 
Central Park West 1980 and divert Mark 
David Chapman.)

Bi the Book 

Theatre Out’s production of The Dying Gaul stays faithful to a so-so play 


T ime has not been overly kind to 
Craig Lucas’ The Dying Gaul. The 
1998 play may only be 16 years old, 
but it feels like it’s from another century. 
Which, of course, it is. But a play set in 
1995 in which characters are enamored of 
miraculous new innovations like e-mail, 
Internet chat rooms and America Online— 
and when the idea of major motion pic¬ 
tures being leery of featuring prominent 
gay characters is writ in stone—seems 
quaint at best. 

While technology and the battle over 
gay rights have lapped Lucas’ plays a few 
times since, the themes he addresses are 
as universal and timeless as the ancient 
Greeks he quite consciously cribs from. 
Revenge. Hubris. The tragedy that befalls 
those who attempt to avoid their purpose, 
or fate, by swearing fealty to a god far 
removed from their insignificant mortal 
dreams and desires. 

The god in The Dying Gaul is money: 
more pointedly, the obscene amount of 
money that primes the pump of Holly¬ 
wood. Robert (Jeffrey Fargo) is apparently 
a very talented playwright ( apparently 
because the script he’s written, called The 
Dying Gaul , which focuses on the impact a 
statue in a European museum has on two 
gay men, one of whom has AIDS, sounds 
mediocre at best). Robert’s recently 
deceased lover—who was also his agent- 
sent the script to a hotshot film producer 
as one of his last acts. 

Said producer Jeffrey (Chris Carver) is 
in love with the script, offering Robert a 


cool $1 million for the rights to produce it, 
as long as he changes a few things ... like 
stripping the gay out of it. Robert, still in 
the throes of grief, reluctantly agrees. After 
all, as he says in one of the many lines in 
this play that ring as true as a lump of lead 
falling to Earth, “You have no idea what a 
million dollars could do for me!” 

Jeffrey also happens to be bi, which 
brings in the X factor of this play: his wife, 
Elaine (Lori Kelley). She’s aware of his 
down-low excursions; as long as they don’t 
affect their relationship—and their lavish 
lifestyle, of course—she’s okay with it. But 
Elaine is the most problematic part of this 
story; it’s her fascination with Robert that 
greases the dramatic engine of Lucas’ play. 
And the way she figures out how to peek 
into his inner psyche—with the help of 
that newfangled interwebz thing and some 
rather personal documents she purloins 
from the office of Robert’s shrink, Foss 
(Michael Treat Latsch)—is as ingenious 
and cruel as it is laughably ridiculous. It’s 
ridiculous on two fronts. One, we’re never 
quite sure why Elaine is so obsessed with 
Robert. Two, and even more difficult to 
understand, is how this woman, a trophy 
wife at best, orchestrates a Watergate-like 
caper without getting caught. 

Much like David Mamet’s Speed-the- 
Plow, Hollywood is unveiled as a corrupt, 
hypocritical nest of vipers and predators. 
But the intensity of Lucas’ gay revenge fan¬ 
tasy is undermined by his weak script—at 
times it soars for the poetic grandeur of 
Greek tragedy, at others it’s a flaccid expose

of the repressed sexuality of high-powered 
Hollywood executives—and by characters 
who seem to possess multiple layers, but 
who still come off as thinly rendered. 

David Carnevale’s production is clean 
and crisp, focusing on the words instead of 
technical bells and whistles. The four-per¬ 
son cast proves a solid ensemble. But the 
production is too nice. The characters are 
believable in a likable way, but they don’t 
possess enough edge to justify the ruin 
the play ends in. Jeffrey isn’t predatory 
enough. Robert, while obviously tortured, 
lacks the intensity that makes him such a 
coveted pawn in this game of chess. And 
Elaine? Again, why she even thinks of pull¬ 
ing off such an elaborate heist, let alone 
how she’s capable of doing it, is belied by 
just how ineffectual every other aspect of 
her character seems to be. 

This play, which was turned into a 2006 
film, feels like it was rushed by its quite 
talented writer (who also penned Prelude 
to a Kiss and other fine works). The ham- 
fisted climax would work if the plot, up 
to that point, possessed more gravitas. To 
watch Robert’s unraveling and desperate 
attempt to gain some closure is interest¬ 
ing, but the events never elevate this play 
to anything greater than it is, more soft- 
boiled gay Greek soap opera than power¬ 
ful, cathartic Greek tragedy.

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Put a Sack on It! 

L ooking for a new bag?Then sack up! Bin- 
dles aren't just for hobos anymore; they're 
the ultimate earth-friendly way to carry your 
things. With a little creativity, you can make a 
unique hobo sack and take one step closerto 
the simple life. "We're not playing into con¬ 
sumerism with the bindle," says hobo-sack 
maker Madeline Williams. "It's forced me to 
evaluate what items I truly need." 

Hobo sacks allow us to forage for local 
branches that would otherwise be cleared 
away and repurpose old textiles that are 
too ratty for Goodwill. You can literally cut 
anything into a large square and tie it to the 
end of your branch—dresses, tablecloths, 
blankets or even curtains will work. Venturing 
into more humid climates? Consider coating 
your stick with a water-resistant sealant and 
enlisting an old shower curtain. 

If you're not the DIY type, there are a 
handful of Etsy stores offering ready-made 
hobo sacks. The pricier models run anywhere 
from $200 to $300, but that means the branch 
was carefully cleaned, sealed and probably 
sourced from Pacific Northwest forests. 
Expensive options are usually paired with a 
one-of-a-kind designer sack. Makers from 
hipster clothier On the Road Again set up 
shop at the Renegade Craft Fair during 
SXSW and sold an almost otherworldly 
branch from the Sequoias that was compli¬ 
mented brilliantly by a vintage Hermes scarf 
in forest green. 

They're also perfect for the upcoming 
festival season. What better way to flatter 
summer dresses and fringe at Coachella than 
a bindle to carry all your belongings? Not only 
can you swap out the sackto match every 
outfit, but tying a sarong on the end makes 
for a lightweight towel or blanket. Plus, the 
branch will make you easy to spot in crowds. 

Yet we should mention one aspect that 
requires more cautionary behavior. "Although 
the hobo sack doubles nicely as a weapon 
against aggressive drunks, the smarter, petty 
criminals have realized that youngsters are 
now carrying their valuables a foot behind 
their head and we've had a lot of iPhones 
go missing," explains officer Zach Lee from 
the San Francisco Police Department. In 
response, bindle makers are working out 
these kinks by incorporating special knots 
and phone pockets into their designs. With 
limitless options, bindles may carry us far into 
the green future.

Grant Cotter tells us his new TV job has him ‘jerking off’ 

for a living

G rant Cotter is becoming a real 

name in the comedy scene lately. 
We’re not taking any credit here, 
but ever since he was named one of OC 
Weekly’s “Five Comics to Watch Out for 
in 2013,” the work has been pouring in 
for him. Okay, it probably has more to do 
with Cotter’s skills. Once you’ve seen him 
onstage, you’ll definitely want to catch 
him every Thursday night on MTV’s Jerks 
With Cameras. And if you haven’t had the 
chance to watch the prank-filled show 
before, what the fuck are you waiting for? 

OC WEEKLY: Have you always been some¬ 
what of a prankster ; or is doing this show a 
stretch for you? 

GRANT COTTER: Yeah, my whole life! 
Anything for a laugh. My favorite ongoing 
prank throughout high school was tortur¬ 
ing this one substitute teacher we had 
named Ms. Pappas. Whenever Ms. Pappas 
was subbing, I’d make posters and stick 
them all around school saying, “Happy 
Birthday, Ms. Pappas!” I’d go hard on the 
arts and crafts by making elaborate signs 
and cards for her. All of the kids around 
school would see her and yell, “HAPPY 
BIRTHDAY, MS. PAPPAS!” The first time 
she laughed and thought I was silly and 
mistaken, but the next 43 times, she was 
livid and had a breakdown. Whoops! Is 
that a prank? 

Awww, poor Ms. Pappas. So what was 
the audition process like for Jerks With 
Cameras? 

The producers of the show had seen some 
of my standup clips online and called 
me in for a meeting.

T he suit fit. It was long enough in the arms and just 
right at the crotch. He worried it would be too con¬ 
stricting, but when he put on the head, it was pleasantly 
airy. He admired himself in the mirror. 

"Oh, my," he thought. "I'm a grand beast." He ruffled 
his cloth feathers and stuck out his chest. "Bawk, bawk, 
bawk," he called. "Cock-a-doodle-doo." 

His suit was magnificent, and he hoped Stella would 
love it as much as he did. He strutted about the room, 
knocking into the furniture. He was reckless and wild, a 
real beast—he was also out $800, the cost of the size-42 
chicken suit. The phone rang. 

"Harry?" It was Stella. 

"Yes, dear?" 

"Why does your voice sound muffled?" 

He tried speaking clearly, but the slit in the beak wasn't 
designed for human sounds. 

"I'm not sure, baby, I—" 

"Don't baby me! I just tried to buy a pair of work 
shoes, and our card was declined. They said we made an 
$800 purchase at Barbie's Pleasure Palace. Did you buy 
something?" 

Harry cocked his head to one side. He scratched at the 
carpet with his right foot. 

"I'm not sure, dear." 

"You're not sure what? Look, Harry, I'm trying, I'm really 
trying—even when all my friends and family begged 
me to bail, I've stayed. But you gotta do your part, baby. 
You've gotta straighten up. And, Harry?" 

"Yes?" 

"Don't forget my mother is coming for dinner." She 
hung up. 

The doorbell rang. 

Harry pulled at his headpiece. It was stuck. The door¬ 
bell rang again. 

"Just a minute," Harry said. 

"Harry?" It was his mother-in-law. "Let me in. I have to 
use the ladies' room." 

Harry darted about the apartment. Frantically, he 
fought to remove the head, but it wouldn't budge. 

"Bawk, bawk, bawk," he clucked. 

"Harry! What's going on in there? Let me in." 

"Bawk!" 

His mother-in-law shookthe door handle. "Harry! Open 
the goddamn door!" 

Nothing would dislodge the head. The sounds of the 
street floated seven stories up and clawed their way 
through the open living-room window. The city noise 
aggravated him more. 

"Harry!" She pounded on the door. "Open the fucking 
door!" 

"Bawk, bawk, bawk," he yelled. 

Harry scurried to the window, crouched and jumped 
up on the sash. 

"Harry! I'm leaving." 

But it was too late. Harry leapt. He flapped his arms 
as he fell. A yellow ball of cloth feathers tumbling through 
the air. Seven stories he dropped, landing on the roof 
of a cab, crushing the steel, and then quietly coming to 
rest, quite dead, in the rear seat—but Harry, the size-42 
chicken, still looked magnificent in his suit. 

Jack Grisham is an author, hypnotherapist, T.S.O.L 
front man and all-around troublemaker. This column 
may or may not be factual, with characters who may 
or may not be real. 
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I t sold more than 20 million copies 
worldwide, went sextuple platinum 
and is still considered the best¬ 
selling independent album of all time. 
When it was released on April 8,1994, 
the same day that Kurt Cobain’s body 
was found, Smash effectively captured 
the Zeitgeist of FM alt-rock and marked 
the beginning of the Offspring as a seri¬ 
ous, professional band. Well, maybe not 
that last part. 

‘We weren’t professional, that’s for 
sure,” spiky-haired front man Dexter 
Holland says with a laugh. “I would 
barely use that word to describe us now, 
certainly not then.” 

In fact, the Offspring were probably 
one of the last groups anybody, includ¬ 
ing themselves, expected to hit it big 
in the early ’90s. It seemed sheer luck 
when Bad Religion guitarist/Epitaph 
label head Brett Gurewitz tepidly 
gave the band a record contract to put 
out their sophomore album, Ignition. 
Before that, the band’s 1989 self-titled 
debut on Nemesis Records sold a whop¬ 
ping 3,000 copies and they were playing 
for roughly 10 people per gig. Holland, 
guitarist Scott “Noodles” Wasserman, 
bassist Greg K. and then-drummer Ron 
Welty had only one decent-sounding 
amp between them when they went 
in to record what would become their 
landmark release. 

This week, in the midst of Smash’s 
20th anniversary and subsequent 
world tour (including a date at the 
Pacific Amphitheater on July 11), we’re 
reminded of the role that persistence 
and happy accidents can have on a 
band’s future—in addition to writing 
timeless anthems, of course. 

“A lot of the bands were great back 


then and made great songs but didn’t 
necessarily have a lot of melody,” Hol¬ 
land says, “and that’s what we were 
trying to do, combine those two things.” 

Yes, the Offspring are proud of the 
record that launched them and helped 
many pop punk bands after them lay 
siege to FM rock radio. But back then, 
the energy required for punchy, melodic 
guitar lines of “Genocide” or “Self 
Esteem” were fueled more by haste than 
revolution. Preparing for a tour and in 
a bit of a rush, Holland and company 
decided against recording in the Orange 
County studio they picked because of 
sound and tech issues that they thought 
could prove disastrous to the album. 
Instead, they booked Track Record 
Studios in West Hollywood; a few days 
later, the Northridge earthquake hit. 

“The next day, the ceiling was, like, 
drooping,” Holland says. “Track Record 
was in the center of North Hollywood, 
so it got hit really hard.” 

Despite the damage, the band sol¬ 
diered on with producer Thom Wilson 
(who’d worked on the band’s previous 
two records). By that time, the band 
was perfecting their dynamic sound 
built on huge hooks, catchy choruses 
and Holland’s plaintive, punk vocals. 
Most of the lyrics were written in the 
front man’s piece-of-shit Toyota truck 
while going back and forth to USC, 
where he earned a degree in biology. 
One time, he says, a guy in the next lane 
threw a Big Gulp on his hood because 
the truck was going so slow. And 
behold, “Bad Habit,” a song about road 
rage and freeway shootings, was born. 

“Actually, I’ve saved the truck,” he 
says, laughing. “It’s kinda sentimen¬ 
tal, right?” 


Even after they had the mixed, mas¬ 
tered product in their hands, the band 
didn’t know quite what they had. They 
figured it would sell maybe 140,000 
copies tops. Turns out they underesti¬ 
mated a bit: The early-’90s explosion 
of MTV (back when it actually played 
music videos) allowed them heavy 
rotation on TV sets across America. 
Before they knew it, the Offspring were 
celebrities. Noodles was janitor for the 
Garden Grove School District at the 
time and was getting noticed while 
roaming the halls by kids who’d just 
seen his band on the tube before get¬ 
ting to school. It was definitely an early 
sign of a monumental career to come. 

Today, the band are an indie act 
again, but in a different sense. They 
finished their contract with Columbia 
after seven albums, including 2012’s 
Days Go By. They’re currently record¬ 
ing music with no immediate plans to 
sign to a new label. Last month, they 
accepted the OC Impact Award at 
the Orange County Music Awards cer¬ 
emony, a long-overdue honor in front 
of a packed house at the City National 
Grove of Anaheim. It seemed fitting 
two decades after their big break, 
since at the time Smash came out, 
they played to just 100 people at the 
release show at Goodies (now the 
Latin club Alebrije) in Fullerton. The 
enduring success of Smash resulted in 
a legend and a following that will long 
outlive them. 

“Not many bands really break 
through, and it actually really happened 
for us,” Holland says. “That’s really the 
coolest thing about being in a band, 
when people know your stuff.”

ME 20 f 
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Freddie Gibbs Has 
the Goods 

One of LA’s hottest rappers joins forces with Madlib 

on the rap album of the year

L ate on a Monday afternoon, rapper 
Freddie Gibbs sits in the driver’s seat 
of his parked Cadillac, right in front 
of his Canoga Park residence. He’s less than 
a month away from the release oiPihata, 
his collaborative album with LA producer 
Madlib, and the Gary, Indiana-born thug- 
poet is in ideal spirits. He has just sat down 
to listen to his new album in his preferred 
fashion: as a fan sitting in the car, with 
weed sparked and speakers blaring. 

“I tell people every time that it sounds 
like a Blaxploitation movie, like Black Cae¬ 
sar or something; that’s the kind of vibe I 
get,” the 30-year-old remarks toward the 
end of the listening session. 

Gibbs’ comparison of his album to the 
1973, Larry Cohen-directed flick is prob¬ 
ably a pretty accurate observation. At 
their core, both are grimy gangster tales in 
which the villain’s lifestyle is at the center 
and the backdrop is a soundtrack soaked 
in soul. Unlike the Tommy Gibbs of Black 
Caesar, though, this Gibbs didn’t succumb 
to the streets that created him. 

Though his hometown gave him part 
of the mentality that drives him, that 
same city—which he describes as a “ghost 
town”—could have been what ended him. 
Gibbs was involved in the same money¬ 
making methods of drugs and robbery that 
plagued his peers, but his mindset was 
always different. 

“I scraped to get the fuck out of there, 
and I always knew I was going to get the 
fuck out of there and be somewhere else 
and go somewhere else with my life,” he 
says. “I never limited myself to just what 
my homies were doing; I always thought 
outside the box.” 

Gibbs left Gary to pursue his career. 

After about a year of rapping, Ben “Lambo” 
Lambert—then an intern at Interscope 


Records, now Gibbs’ manager and close 
friend—swiftly orchestrated a record deal 
for him with the label upon hearing one of 
the CDs Gibbs passed out. The deal would 
end almost as quickly as it came, leaving 
Gibbs discouraged, but he persevered. 

“I took the independent route and got 
on my grind,” he says. “If you look on my 
wall, I got all kinds of covers and accolades, 
and all that came after the Inter scope shit. 
Every time I walked through my hallway, 
all that hard work—the XXL cover, LA 
Weekly cover, the New Yorker piece, all 
that—boosted my confidence.” 

That boost is well-warranted, as each of 
Gibbs’ releases from his post-Interscope 
career, such as 2009’s midwestgangstabox- 
framecadillacmuzik and the new record 
with Madlib, have been heavily praised. 

“I just want to be one of the best lyricists 
to breathe,” Gibbs says. “I want to be like 
the Scarface or Kool G Rap of my time. I 
want to be the No. 1 independent rapper.” 

With the release of Pinata and another 
album, titled Eastside Slim, in the works, 
Gibbs is on a fully independent path to 
continue that streak, and the Gary gangster 
hopes his new work will cement his place 
in music. 

“I don’t give a fuck if it sells or people 
don’t like it,” he says. “Just put me up there 
with the greatest, just recognize that I 
could rap over whatever, whenever and 
however. I think I made a masterpiece with 
Madlib.... I want it to be the best album 
Madlib did, and if I did the best album he 
did, I think they’ll remember me.”

Why Snow Tha Product is the complete 

indie rap package

S now Tha Product knew exactly 
what she was doing back in 2011 
when she put a video for “Holy 
Shit” on YouTube. The 90-second clip 
showcased a blizzard of bars and similes 
that had the average hip-hop fan echoing 
the song title while staring slack-jawed 
at the computer screen. Within days, it 
became a viral sensation. 

But there’s more to Snow than just rapid 
flows. Claudia Feliciano started perform¬ 
ing at a very young age. “When I was little, 

I used to sing with my dad and grandpa 
because they were in a mariachi band,” 
she says. As she got older, charro suits 
and gritos didn’t play into her musical 
destiny. “In high school, I just wanted to 
freestyle, and people seemed to like it, so I 
just kind of went with it.” Since then, she 
has been assembling her street team—a.k.a. 
“Product Pushas”—to spread the gospel 
associated with her signature tag line, 
“Wake Ya Game Up.” 

Born to undocumented parents from 
Mexico, Feliciano’s commitment to her hip- 
hop career has been tireless. In 2011, the 
rapper also dropped Unorthodox, an inde¬ 
pendent album that showcases her speedy 
skills while also slowing things up for clever, 
hilarious storytelling songs. After that, it 
didn’t take long for Atlantic Records to come 
calling. Feliciano quickly entered the studio, 
churning out Good Nights St Bad Mornings 
2: The Hangover, a 22-track mixtape, which 
features such standout tracks as “Fuck the 
Rent” and “Fuck your Phone.” 

Feliciano is now on tour telling fans “Fuck 
Your Plans (Come Kick It)” with shows 
coast to coast. “This is my first national 
headlining one,” she says. “It feels good to 
see what I’m building is real. I’m definitely 
on the right path.” 

Taking her inspiration from the likes 
of Lauryn Hill, Missy Elliot and Da Brat, 


Feliciano says she refuses to market her 
sexuality for the sake of mainstream popu¬ 
larity. “I don’t like doing the obvious. I think 
the fact that every girl does that is corny,” 
Feliciano says. “It’s the easiest thing to 
do—just like I don’t want to be talking about 
tacos and burritos every fucking song!” 

Amidst the flurry of holding down a 
career onstage and in the studio, Feliciano— 
who’s originally from San Jose, but is now 
based in Fort Worth, Texas—says she also 
enjoys her downtime. “I try to not do rap, 
music, partying, clubs or anything at all,” 
Feliciano says. “I do the most normal stuff 
ever, like when I want to watch Roseanne. I 
like to balance both aspects.” 

It will be a while before Snow Tha Prod¬ 
uct has some break time, with a new EP 
planned and the Fuck Your Plans tour in 
full effect. “It’s never the same show every¬ 
where. I like to interact with the crowd. 

A lot of times, that’s really what switches 
everything up,” she says. “There’s a funny 
aspect to it. We bring out the [ninja] turtle 
or the water guns or whatever it is we have 
that day. It’s an experience! I want to give 
people what they came for, so when they 
leave, they can talk about it.” 

Feliciano is blazing new trails and grow¬ 
ing as an artist, but she still sees herself 
as a young rapper with a dream in her 
bedroom in 2007 as she headed out with a 
backpack full of CDs and Product Pushas 
by her side. “Whether I’m partnered up 
with a major, they’re always going to have 
to respect the fact that this was home¬ 
grown [and] has always been an indie 
thing,” she says.

£ ^ here’s some great shit about 

this shithole,” the brunette 
young lady yelled out the door 
to the man in the bright-green tee and giant 
black cowboy hat as he walked to the park¬ 
ing lot.
